Fast Mall Out or Chlcagro. 


A telegram from Chicago states that a 


proposal has been made, and is being vig- 
orously worked up, to establish n fast 
mail over the Chicago and Alton Rail- 
road, between Chicago and Springfield, 
III., and Kansas City. Capt. White, of 
the postal service, has had several inter- 
views with the Postmaster General on the 
subject, and has urged that part of the 
appropriations for fast mail service be 
devoted to this improvement. The inten- 
tion is to start a train from Chicago about 
4:30a.m., which shaH reach Rood house, 
237 miles from Chicago, in time to connect 
wth the train from St. Louis, via the 
Alton, St. Louis and Kansas City Line.— 
This plan would give Kansas City, Spring- 
field aud other points on the line moil 
and newspapers from Chicago as early as 
they now get the St. Louis mails, and 
would quicken the time between Chicago 
and St. Louis by 12 to 13 hours. The 
train would carry passengers and mate as 
fast time as the limited express trains 
between heve and New York. This ar- 
roDgement, it realized, will give our peo- 
ple Chicago dailies nnd mail matter at 
nooij, as the fast train will connect with 
the east bound day mail train which 
leaves Springfield at 0:30 a. m.

BUSINESS BLOCKS. 


What is to be Done in the Fire Lim- 


its This Season. 


The Masonic Corner and Other 


Last evening a REPUBLICAN representa- 


tive Imd a, short interview with E. Mc- 
Nafeb .fc Son, the well-known contractors 
and builders, who are always full of busi- 
ness and decidedly active either in pre- 
paring plans and specifications or super- 
intending the construction of new busi- 
ness buildings or private residences at all 
seasons of the year. 


As a. result of the brief conference, the 


reporter learned that plans drawn by E. 
McNabb & Son for the new Masonic 
building on the southeast corner of Wa- 
ter and State streets, have been accepted 
by the Masons, and that that corner will 
be adorned • by a handsome three story 
brick block by the first of next August, 
at a cost of about $15,000. The work 
will be commenced by May 1st. The 
building will have a frontage of CO feet 
on Water street and will be 76 feet deep. 
The ceiling of the first floor will be 15 feet 
high, and will be divided into three store 
rooms, each 20 feet wide, fronting on Wa- 
ter street. The second floor ceiling will 
be 14 feet high and will be used mostly 
for offices. The third floor will have, a 
ceiling 16 feet high, and will be used by 
each of tie three Masonic orders in Deca- 
tur as lodge rooms. In" future the mem- 
bers of Macon Lodge, No. 8, Beaumanoir 
Commandery No. 9, and Ionic Lodge No. 
312, will meet on the third floor of this 
corner building, where they will have the 
best of ventilation and all desired con- 
veniences. The entire building, as above 
outlined, will be owned by the Masonic 
brethren, except the south twenty feet 
which will be the property of Messrs. 
James W. and George D. Haworth. As 
soon as the new supply of brick is placed 
on the market, the work of putting up the 
building will be commenced. 


The Edwin Carter residence property 


on the corner baa been purchased by W. 
W. Foster, who will have the buildings 
removed as soon as the weather will per- 
mit. 


The architects have also perfected plans 


for the erection of three two story brick 
business buildings ou the south side of 
East JIaiu street, between H. W. Waggon- 
er's and Fred B Jtzein's brick buildings. 
The new buildings will cost about $12,000 
and will be put up by the owners of the 
lots, A. T. Hill, Orlando Powers and E. 
Harpstrite. Each store room will have a 
frontage on East Main street of 22 feet 
and will be 80 feet deep, and these three 
buildings will be put up and finished 
ready for occupancy before the autumn 
leaves begin to fall. 


The excavation for the handsome new 


brick building on the John Ullrich cor- 
ner, east of the ppstoffice, is now in pro- 
gress. 
This building will cost iu the 


neighborhood of 815,000 and will be three 
stories high. The largest room on the 
first floor will be only 50 feet deep. The 
rear is to be divided in three separate 
rooms, which will be leased to small deal- 
ers. The corner will probably be used 
as a bank. 


When these buildings are completed 


the business part of Decatur will be great- 
ly improved in appearance, and will indi- 
cate to visitors that this is indeed a bust- 
ling and growing city, and that Deea.tur 
is one of the best—if not the best town in 
the great west to invest surplus money, 
either in business or in residence property. 


The two-story business blocks on the 


northwest corner of East Eldorado and 
Morgan streets, recently erected by J. A. 
Swearingen 
and Hart & Doyle, have 


given that part of the city something of a 
boom. Each of the four store rooms are 
occupied by W. AV. Swearingen, druggist, 
R. S. Bohon, dry goods, Doyle & Co., gro- 
cers, and by a butcher. 


Cheap Brick. 


In all probability the late spring crop 


of brick in Decatur will be immense and 
cheap iu price per thousand. Our manu- 
facturers have realized that if they would 
compete successfully with enterprising 
brick makers of other cities, they r.iust 
get as much of the work done by machi- 
nery as possible. Conrad Ammann has 
had a machine in operation at his yard 
for several weeks, and it works to the en- 
tire satisfaction of the owner. Roach, 
McReyiiolds & Co. have purchased an im- 
proved brick making machine and will 
set it going this month. H. M. Wliitmer 
and Fred. Mattes will soon own similar 
machines. 
Cheap brick means a big 


building boom for Decatur, and the prob- 
abilities are that a great number of dwell- 
ings will go up in various parts of the 
city during the latter part of next sum- 
summer and early in the fall,

A Chapter on Country Rood 


Worthy of Attention. 


The following from an exchange we 


commend to the attention of our commis- 
sioners of highways and each of the four 
road overseers. "As there has been a 
good deal said this winter, aod the time 
is drawing nigh that something ought to 
be done, I wish to offer a few suggestions 
upon the subject of making roads upon 
prairie soil. From the settlement of our 
state to the present time our people, es- 
pecially the farmers, have been strug- 
gling with earth and water, in vain at- 
tempts to make good roodn. For mate- 
rial we have the soil in nil its purity OD 
the prairie and nothing more. However 
desirable stone and gravel may be, it is 
too expensive to think of building all our 
county and township roads with. It is 
evident that our roads must be made of 
soil. It has been proven by sufficient 
trials that drain tile is of the utmost ad- 
vantage in draining wet land. Under- 
draining is the key to successful farming 
or road making over wet land. The im- 
portant thing to look after, is the rapid 
removal of the water. This necessitates 
the most accurate work iu laying the 
drain, and larger tiles should be used 
than for draining farm land. If there 
are small sags communicating with the 
road ditches, branch lines should extend 
to them, so they may not discharge large 
quantities of water into the road ditch. 
The drains keep the embankment firm by 
preventing water from soaking into it 
from the bottom and sides. As ;i conse- 
quence when tin; frost comes out in Uie 
spring, there is less moisture, and conse- 
quently less brcaning up of the surface. 
It should be borne in mind that drainage 
does not prevent rain from pcnerating 
thesnifyce. This is a disadvantage pe- 
culiar to our soil. It is of the utmost 
importance that the surface be kept 
smooth, mid raised sufficiently in the cen- 
ter for the water to run o(l'. Whenever 
the roads iirc dry enough to go over 
with a scraper, they eflould be gone over, 
lilling all the rut?, and then thoroughly 
rolled.

Hired Girls. 


Tf country girls who meditate a career 


in the city would turn their attention to 
domestic purposes, instead of thronging 
the stores and workshops, mistress and 
maid would be mutually benefitted. It 
is an employment that is healthier, more 
respectable and better paid than that of 
factory or shop girls, and I believe I may 
truly add, more profitable than dress or 
bonict making, or any sort of sewing,and 
to my mind, quite respectable. I honor 
all workers who do their work weD, no 
matter what it may be, save it is honest 
useful work. And so does everybody 
whose respect and esteem are worth hav- 
ing. If there is any reason why 'hired 
girls' are imbued with the idea that their 
occupation is regarded as very inferior, it 
is solely because they have been so out- 
rageously ignorant, unskilled and unfit 
for the position. Having occasion to em- 
ploy a mnid to do very light work,I adver- 
tised for ou»% promising but 82 a week, 
but 'a good home and kind treatment. 
There came upward of forty applicants 
for the situation, and among the number 
one in particular; she was a very nice- 
looking young woman, who had been a 
clerk for several years at a salary of 86 
per week. She found- that her expenses 
consumed all her earnigns, that she lived 
shabbily in a boarding house, that she 
bad not really good society, and that be- 
ing so much on her feet and oftentimes 
in an impure atmosphere, was killing her. 
She was heartily tired of it, and looked 
forward to a quiet home, in a quiet fam- 
ily, with a great sense of relief. Then, too, 
in such a position she would have no ex- 
pense for her dress, and at the most she 
could put half her eiirnings every year in 
the bank. Employers know, if employes 
do not, that domestic service is the best 
paid, comparitively, of any sort of work, 
and it is a matter of wonder, as well as 
surprise, that so few American girls fit 
themselves fer such work. All occupa- 
tions have their unpleasant features, and 
tf'ose in household service are often over- 
matched by the disagreeable incidents to 
any kind of untried business.

whitewashing a ceiling, plenty of alum is 
added to the whitewash, it will keep off 
insects.

(3.) The North Central States- 


Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, Mis- 
souri. Dakota, Nebraska and Kansas, 
making eleven. 


(4.) 
The South Central states — 


Alabama. 
Mississippi, 
Louisiana, 


Texas, Arkansas, Tennosee, Kentucky 
and Indian territory, making eight. 


(5.) 
North Pacific states—Oregon, 


Washington, Idaho, 
Montana and 


Wyoming, making five. 


(0.) 
South Pacific states—Califor- 


nia, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, Arizo- 
na and Now Mexico, making six.

Kansas as an Agricultural State. 


EDITORS REPUBLICAN:—AB the pa- 


pers of the east have commenced 
boasting of the fine prospects that 
the spring is now affording the agri- 
culturalist, it would be well that 
some of the readers of the REPUBLI- 
CAN" should make mention of the 
wonderful agricultural progress of 
western Kansas, lest the eastern peo- 
ple should forget that this is the 
•'garden spot of the world:'' and as 
the REPUBLICAN has so large a circu- 
lation that it finds its wav all over 
the United States, there is no better 
wuy of reminding them of it than 
through its columns. The REPUBLI- 
CAN would do the K«nsasitcs a great 
favor by granting them, occasionally, 
a portion of a column, iu which to 
say something of this fruitful coun- 
try that might induce some of the 
eastern farmers to migrate to Kan- 
sas, and relieve the agriculturalists 
(who 
are now here and have made 


their fortunes) by purchasing their 
property and allowing them to go 
to Europe, or elsewhere, to retire. 
Although I have had several years 
experience in the agricultural pur- 
suits of western Kansas, I do not feel 
able to attempt to describe tho coun- 
try. 
Such a wonderfr.l country the 


pen can not describe, and men can- 
not believe the truth until they have 
had several years experience here in 
farming. 
Tho climate has no equal 


in tho United States—there is always 
a breeze astir. 
The climate is so un- 


iform that the farmer would never 
know when spring hnd arrived were 
it not for the almanac. Roads are 
always solid—no rain to make them 
muddy. 
Planting time from tho first 


of April until the rirst of August. 
All that is necessary after planting 
is to cultivate the crops, we are very 
seldom bothered with a harvest. 
I 


have seen tho country troubled with 
but one harvest since I have boon 
here. 
The natives said that it was a 


very 
uncommon occurrence, 
and 


might not happen again for fifty 
years. The country is beautiful. 
A 


person can gaze upon it like gazing 
upon the ocean, for it is one contin- 
ual prairie, and tho immigrant's 
wagon (better known by the name 
"Prairie Schooner") appears, as it 
approaches in the distance, like a 
hugo ship at sea, now rising to the 
top of a hill, now passing down, and 
reappearing at the top of the next 
one. 
Immigrants would do well to 


see a land agent before purchasing 
land, for he can tell them more about 
the products of tho country than 
they can learn by twenty years ex- 
perience in farming. Tho land agent 
keeps in his office a large collection 
of specimens, which have been im- 
ported from almost every state in the 
Union. 
He shows these to the im- 


migrant, then takes him out in the 
country to show him where they 
grew. The immigrant generally pur- 
chases land adjoining these tracts. 
The farmers have about given up the 
idea of trying to tame the wild prai- 
ries of western Kansas, which un- 
doubtedly never were intended for 
any other purpose than grazing, and 
instead of wasting all their capital 
in tilling the soil, they are investing 
the larger portion of it in stock. 
It 


will not be long before Kansas will 
be one of the greatest stock raising 
states in the Union.

Iowa, 
or elsewhere, begin to POO and nppre- 
iato it, that for the small grains, 
where the soil is in good condition 
and the farmer does his part of the 
work, entire failures rarely occur, and 
aalf crops are less than one out of 
five, while for the corn crop a failure 
:!OPS not occur once in a generation.

Strange Fatuity of Lieut De Long.

delta of the Lena' Lieut De Long 
was pursued by a strange fatuity.

Nay, if Do Long 
had remained at either of the three 
huts in which he left records, Le 
would have been sure of deliverance. 
That section of tho delta was well 
stocked with reindeer, and after his 
departure all tho huts were visited 
by Yakut hunters. The natives found 
the records and carried them relig- 
ously to Upper Bulum, where six 
weeks later, on November 12th, the 
precious memorials wore turned over 
to Engineer Melville. 
For twelve 


days the hapless commander of the 
Jeannette threaded his weary way 
from island to island, meeting no 
one, yet within touch of succor all 
the time. At last, as if driven by 
doom, he marched his party out of a 
laud abounding in game and fre- 
quented by hunters into a barren 
and desolate wilderness. 


What is the Ohio Pond Bill? 


Pilttbuig CnmmcrcM Gazette. 


Whatever effect the passage of tho 


Pond bill by the Ohio legislature may 
have had upon the spring elections, 
it is certain the liquor dealers made 
a grave mistake in charging their 
grievances upon the Bepublican par- 
ty, and in seeking to defeat its can- 
didates by demagogic appeals. What 
is the Pond bill, that it should bo 
denounced as a "usurpation of pow- 
er," an act of "shameful injustice," 
and a "violation of the sacred prin- 
ciples of personal freedom and prop- 
erty rights." 
The bill is nothing 


more nor less than a measure to reg- 
ulate and restrict the traffic in alco- 
holic liquors. It imposes a tax upon 
all engaged in the business, ani com- 
pels them to give bonds for the faith- 
ful performance of the conditions of 
the act. 
The saloons are classified; 


those outside of villages are to be 
taxed $100 each; those within towns 
or villages of less than 2,000 inhab- 
itants, $150; in villages and cities of 
less than 10,000 inhabitants, $200; 
in cities of over 10,000 inhabitants, 
$250; and in cities of the first class, 
$300. 
The proceeds of the tax are 


to be credited, two-thirds to the 
townships, villages and cities from 
which they are received, for the gen- 
eral expenses of said corporations, 
and the remaining one-third to -the 
the general county fund. 


As the constitution of Ohio prohi 


bits the licensing of tho sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, the law is open to 
the objection that the legislature has 
sought to do indirectly what it is 
prohibited from doing directly. The 
best legal talent in tho state is divid- 
ed in opinion as to the validity of 
this objection: as the advocates of 
the law contend that the proper way 
to settle the dispute is to let the ques- 
t.on go before the Supreme Court.
